GRANT—BAUMANN SHOWMANSHIP IMPELLS ENTHUSIASM

As last Saturday’s episode in our exciting adventure serial ended, 
kiddies, you'll recall our heroine, lovely Miss Cotati Raceways was tied to 
the railroad track as a trainload of real estate men roared down the track 
preparing to chew up the racecourse for a housing project. 

Fortunately, in the nick of time, those true-blue chaps, the Sports Car 
Club of America, were able to get a lease on the property and Miss Raceways 
was saved for another month or six months or year, maybe. 


The SCCA announced a policy of 
leasing the track to other organiza- 
tions, and so it was that the lads of 
the AFM arrived on Easter Sunday 
(“Sorry about that, chaps, only day 
available you know..”) to do battle. 

Although the Cotati pavement con- 
tinues its slow deterioration, the place 
never looked better. Spring was spring- 
ing up all over, with wildflowers dotting 
the infield, and courageous blades of 
emerald green grass pushing up through 
the cracked asphalt and lining the 
course. 

In spite of, or perhaps because of 
the holiday, a vast number of riders was 
on hand. A good sized contingent of 
spectators arrived also, and most of 
them bought pit passes and strung out 
along the track at point of maximum 
action. 

The audience was rewarded with some 
of the best racing the AFM has ever put 
on. The large number of riders in each 
event meant a great deal more dicing 
and much less “parading” about the 
circuit. 

The day was marked by savage com- 
petition between Yamaha-mounted Ron 
Grant and Art Baumann on Kawasaki and 
Honda. Both superb riders, Grant and 





Baumann twice waged their own per- 
sonal war and far outdistanced the rest 
of the field. 


Under 100cc Grand Prix . 


With the starting flag, Tom Cleghorn's 
engine fired first and he went into a 
quick lead which he lost shortly there- 
after when he tossed his machine down 
the road on the first lap. 

With Cleghorn out, Georganne Muhl- 
berg and Ron Grant began a race-long 
battle of Yamahas. Georgie was able to 
hold off Grant for the first five laps, but 
then the San Matean zipped into the lead 
and won handily. Mrs. Muhlberg did 
battle for a while with Honda-mounted 
Reg Pridmore of Santa Barbara, held 
him off and took second. 

Merv Wright of Richmond was top 
man in the 50cc group, meanwhile, with 
a faster-than-the-average Terry Denton 
of Fort Bragg aboard a little Ital-Jet 50 
second. Denton was running the fifth 
race of his young career and was obvi- 
ously going much faster than ever before. 
Third tiddler was Ed Clement of La 
Honda on a Honda CR-110. 


125-175 Grand Prix 


Steve McLaughlin of Covina jumped 
into a first-lap lead as this event began,

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On the distaff side, Georganne Muhlberg (Yamaha). On the outside, Reg Pridmore (Honda), 


but he was rapidly overtaken by Grant 
on the 100cc Yamaha. 

Grant sped on ahead while a great 
deal of switching about was going on in 
the pack. Dick Rashke of Berkeley 
gunned his Honda past Ned Marandino, 
while coming up fast from the rear was 
Fred Muhlberg on his Honda 160. 

Muhlberg got past Marandino and 
Rashke on lap three, and began stalking 
Steve McLaughlin's Honda CR-93 in 
second spot. On lap five Fred's chase 
was successful and he nipped into sec- 
ond, holding it until he dropped from the 
Tace on lap 9, apparently due to me- 
chanical trouble. 

Also advancing out of the pack was 
Ed Meagor of San Rafael on an Ossa 
175. Meagor passed Marandino on lap 
six, then caught Satch Carlson of Reno, 
Nev., three laps later, getting fourth spot. 

Finish order was Grant, Steve Mc 
Laughlin, Rashke, Meagor (1st in 175cc) 
and Carlson. 


250cc Grand Prix 


This year’s Northern California crop 
of 250cc machinesis so big it’s frighten- 
ing. They cover the starting grid like a 
swarm of ants and for the first few laps, 
until they get strung out a bit, you'd 
think you were in England with all the 
traffic on the course. 

Merv Wright’s Parilla fired first and 
he led into turn one with Ron Grant on 
the new five-port Yamaha TD-1 second, 
Tom Finlay third on a Yamaha, and 
Kawasaki mounted Joe Orsini fourth. 

On lap two Grant still held the lead 
but Art Baumann had pushed his Kawa- 
saki from deep in the pack into second 
place, and was pushing Grant hard. 
Wright was third with Marandino fourth. 

The pressure was on Grant and he 
responded in his usual champion's 
fashion, making an extremely quick 
series of laps look effortless. From 
trackside it seemed as if the Yamaha 
had a little more power than the Kawa- 
saki, though not much. 

Baumann was being troubled by gear- 


box gremlins and missed several shifts, 
allowing Grant to pull ahead. An expres- 
sion of consternation was obvious on 
Baumann's face whenever this happened, 
and by the next lap Art would usually 
have scratched his way back up to 
Grant's rear and be looking for the open- 
ings that were rarely there. 

It's a well-known maxim in road rac- 
ing that the overtaking rider has the ай+ 
vantage because he can see where his 
opponent is going and improve on his 
line or outbrake him or turn on faster out 
of a comer. 


Baumann was able to use his con- 
siderable skill to get by Grant once or 
twice this way, but the Yamaha"s accel- 
eration was too much and Art's moments 
in the lead never lasted long. 

At the finish it was Grant, Baumann, 
Steve McLaughlin on anotherKawasaki; 
George Roche, Kawasaki again; and Merv 
Wright on Orrin Hall’s Parilla. 

This Grant-Baumann rivalry will prob- 
ably be the big thing to watch in suc- 
ceeding events. The Kawasaki is being 
tuned by Bob Vineyard, who has done 
marvelous things with Hondas and BSAs 
but hasn*t messed much with two-strokes. 


350-500-Open Grand Prix 


Grant and Baumann did a repeat of 
their previous performance in this event. 
Baumann shelved the Kawasaki and 
pushed the Precision Machining Honda 
350 to the grid, while Grant was aboard 
what the results say was a 350cc TD-1D 
(the 250cc results show his machine as 
2 TD-1C). 

(Although I wouldn’t want to intimate 
the rules got bent a bit, I didn't notice 
more than one white Yamaha racer in 
the Fergoda pit. Running a smaller ma- 
chine in the larger class has always 
been accepted in the AFM, but the rule 
has usually been that you must have 
finished 1, 2, or 3 in your original class,

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M/C Mech. School Opens Next Week 


By Rudi Hartnut 
Motorcycling in Southern California scores another first with the imple- 


mentation of the first accredited motorcycle mechanics course, scheduled to 
begin at Los Angeles Trade-Technical College April 17, 1967. 


The program, brought into existence 
by the scarcity of professionally trained 
mechanics needed to keep up with the 
rapid expansion of the motorcycle in- 
dustry, will involve about two years or 
2,000 hours of instruction in various 
facets of cycle repair. Students will 
receive college credits for courses taken 
and will be awarded an A.S. degree upon 
completion of the program. 

Announcement of the course came at 
a recent kick-off meeting at the college 
which was attended by representatives 
of the major English and Japanese com- 
panies, including Honda, Suzuki, Tri- 
umph, BSA and Yamaha. 

Young Doug Christopher, former pro- 
fessional racer and mechanic, was 
named to head the curriculum. Christo- 
pher has attended a number of factory 
training schools and is well founded in 
both theory and practice of the motor- 
cycle repair business. 

Dean of Instruction Franklin John- 
son, who presided at the meeting, said 
that the college and industry worked to- 
gether for two years to develop a com- 
prehensive curriculum. “We hope,” 
Johnson warned, “that our students don’t 
think they know all there is to know 
about motorcycles when they graduate 
from this institution. They will enter 
the trade as mechanic-trainees and not 
as journeyman mechanics. We hope that 
they will carry their starting salary and 
become an indispensable segment of the 
motorcycle industry within a short 
period of time." | : 

Johnson added that he has received 
inquiries about the program from all over 
the U.S, and some foreign countries and 
indicated that the college would break 
with tradition and begin the course in 
the middle of the semester because of 
the urgent need for trained personnel. 

Considerable growth and expansion 
is expected and the college is already 
making plans to add another section and 
another instructor. In addition, a short- 
ened night course for individuals who 
ate already working in the industry, will 
go into the works on April 17. 

Manufacturers’ representatives pres- 
ent at the meeting pledged support of 
the program with the donation of special 
tools, materials, service manuals and 
other training aids. However, private 
shop owners were urged to donate any 
unwanted motorcycles or parts to the 
college. 

The program outline is as follows: 
1, Orientation to the Motorcycle Industry 

(3 Units). 

Instruction is given in customer re- 
lationships, health, industrial proce- 
dures, industrial relations, job orienta- 
tion, local laws and ordinances, respon- 
sibilities of citizenship, trade ethics, 
safety, shop records, work habits, work- 
er relationships, industry organizations, 
and use of trade publications. 

2. Theory of Tools and Measurement (3). 

This course includes a review of 
basic mathematical processes, as well 
as instruction of the various measuring 
systems and devices. Hand power tools 
and equipment used in the repair of 
motorcycles are studied. 

3. Internal Combustion Engine Theory(3). 

A study is made of engine types, 
construction, operating principles, and 
performance. The theory of combustion 
and the characteristics of fuels are 
emphasized. 

4, Engine Disassembly and Assembly (4). 

This course offers shop practice in 
engine disassembly and inspection, 
valve and neat reconditioning and in- 
stallation, checking, tolerances fitting

The 
student is given instructions in the use 
of various engine rebuilding equipment. 
5. Fuel Systems (3). 

A study is made of the various types 
of fuels used in internal combustion 
engines. The theory and principles of 
operation of carburetion and fuel injec- 
tion is also studied. 

6. Carburetor Breakdown& Assembly (2). 

Shop instruction is offered in service 
ing, disassembly, inspection, reassem- 
bly, and adjustment of the most common 
types of carburetors. 

7. Electrical Systems Principles (4). 

The theory of electricity, parallel 
circuits, series circuits, ohm's Law 
magnetism and induction, coils, capaci- 
tors, distributors, motors, relays and 
switches, batteries, generators, and 
magnetos is studied. 

8. Electrical Systems Breakdown and 

Assembly (3). 

This laboratory course includes the 
servicing and testing of distributors, 
ignition systems, starting motors, A.C. 
and D.C, generators, regulators, switch- 
es, relays and magnetos. Instruction is 
given in the use of electrical and tune- 
up equipment. 

9, Lubrication Systems Theory (2). 

A studyis made of the types of lubri- 
cants, classifications, viscosity, flash 
point, auditives and lubrication systems. 


10. Power Transmission Theory (2) 

Instruction is given in transmission 
theory and operation, gear design, gear 
combinations, ratio, types of clutches 
and final drives. 

11. Power Transmission Breakdown and 

Assembly (3). 

Laboratory instruction is offered in 
the repair and servicing of clutches, 
transmissions and final drives. 

12. Frame and Suspension Theory and 

Demonstration (2). 

This theory and demonstration course 
offers instruction in the types and uses 
of frames and suspension, proper and 
safe use of straighteningtools and equip- 
ment and frame welding. 

13. Wheel and Brake Laboratory (2) 

Shop training is given in wheel tun- 
ing, wheel lacing, wheel balancing, 
brake service and repair. 

14. Engine Diagnosis and Repair (4) 

Shop experience is given in engine 
diagnosis equipment, diagnosis tech- 
niques and engine repair techniques. 

15. Transmission Diagnosis & Repair (2). 

Shop practice is offered in proper 
diagnosis and repair techniques in clutch- 
es, shifting mechanisms, transmissions 
and final drives. 

16. General Service and Tunesup (4). 

Instruction is given in the initial ser- 
vice, set-up and adjustments of a new 
unit. Also warranty service, preventive 
maintenance and tune-up techniques are 
covered. 

17. Shop Management and Control (2). 

Shop practice in the supervision of 
work in progress, problem advising, shop 
leadership and control of quality produc- 
tion and cost. 

Prospective entrants must be 18 years 
old or must have a high school diploma. 
They must also live in the L.A, Junior 
College District or in a district with 
which the L.A. Trade-Technical College 
has an exchange agreement, Tuition is 
free, with the exception of out of state 
residents for whom tuition has been set 
at $150 per semester.

The Victors M.C. hosted 801 desert riders last Sunday for their cham- 
pionship event, filmed for television by ABC-TV. There were so many riders 
that the start had to be delayed for one hour so that all the people in line to 
sign up would have time to get to the starting line. 


A Le Mans start was used with the 
riders lined up 50 feet behind their 
bikes. At the drop of the banner, every- 
one ran for their respective bike, kicked 
it over and took off. The 580 combined 
Open and Lightweight bikes were off for 
the smoke bomb, going up a long 2-mile 
hill in very soft sand. At the smoke 
bomb, Buck Smith on a Triumph was the 
leader with Howard Beach also on a 
Triumph second. The eventual winner 
J.N. Roberts, on a Husqvarna, was in 


6th spot. 
Hand Stands 


Just after the smoke marker, the 
wide trail narrowed down to a canyon 
about 25 feet wide, with a long rock 
Sticking its ugly head up a foot above 
the soft sand. The leaders missed the 
rock, but laterthe canyon got so crowded 
that some of the riders had to wait to 
get through, and about ten riders hit the 
rock and did some beautiful endos. The 
course got alittle choppy a little frather 
down, and there Howard Beach tried 
doing some hand stands on his bars. 
After hitting the fifth bump, he grace- 
fully unloaded in a cloud of dust. He got 
up quickly and only lost four places. 


First Loop 


The first loop of the 90-mile race 
was composed of deep sand trails and 
the kind of bumpy terrain which is very 
hard on a rider’s equipment, especially 
the suspension. There was also a tricky 
rocky section and a good, long fire road 
to let your engine cool off, that is if 
you made it that far. 

J.N. Roberts was the first man into 
the pits at the end of the first loop with 
a good eight-minute lead. The tough 
course took its toll on Buck Smith’s 
bike and put him out, as it did with a 
lot of other riders. 
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Helicopter Leads 


Coming out of the pits, starting on 
the second loop the course crossed the 
Starting area and J.N, took the wrong 
trail to the right, but caught his mistake 
and got back on the course without los- 
ing first spot. 

We rushed to the finishing area for 
the last loop, which was about a half a 
mile down the dirt road. As we got set 
up for the first man to come in, we could 
see the camera helicopter coming over 
the hill about two miles out with the 
leader underneath him. The helicopter 
led him right up to the finishing banner 
and it was J.N, Roberts all the way. He 
held a good margin overthe second man, 
Gary Preston, on a Triumph. Larry 
Bergquist came in third on his BSA 
Victor; Bill Friant was fourth and took 
first 250 Expert. 

The T.V. people got their story from 
J.N., then we spoke with him. The first 
thing he said was, “I can thank the 
helicopter for keeping me on the course. 
Everytime I missed a turn-off, he would 
lead me back on the course. The course 
was marked well with lime and red rib 
bon, but in some places the sand was 
so light you could miss the lime and my 
goggles were really dirty.” When I asked 
him how he liked the run, he said, “It 
was really rough. After the first gas 
check my rear shocks went out and I 
was riding only on the springs. I didn’t 
think I was going to make it, but I didn’t 
want to let up because I wanted to hold 
on to first place. I was in the air half 
the time. I sure was glad to see the 
finishing banner*.

Rider Roundup 


The words “old business” were the 
signal for a very vocal minority to com- 
mence questioning various policies of 
the planning committee. The Artesia 
Pioneers severely criticized the charg- 
ing of competition fees for field events, 
and for the situation being handled the 
same as in previous years, without their 
voting on it. Their big concern was who 
would handle the registration and cash. 
Edble of the Highway Kings offered to 
handle the money if the Pioneers felt 
incapable of the task. Both clubs had 
volunteered to conduct the field events. 

The California Eagles denounced the 
planning committee as a tyranny for 
dictating how the Referee should con- 
duct the judging. The representative 
was quite non-plussed when informed 
that the “dictation” which he hadn’t 
bothered to read, specifically stated 
“highly recommends,” 

The Referee was sputteringly indig- 
nant that the planning committee should 
even presume to offer any recommenda- 
tions to him. 

The sign committee objected to the 
Planning committee’s request for addi- 
tional signs to better inform and direct 
the Spring Tour participants. The sign 
committee had previously served notice 
that they would provide only those signs 
they thought necessary, notwithstanding 
new programs and procedures initiated 
by the planning group. 

“Okay, I Quit” 

Following a series of particularly 
acrimonious criticisms by the Artesia 
Pioneers, Chairman Adsit asked them if 
they were unhappy with the way the tour 
was being handled. On being assured 
that they were, Adsit announced his 
resignation, effective on adjournment, 

Stony silence had met Adsit’s request 
at the February meeting for volunteers 
to plan the 7th annual Spring Tour. As a 
last resort Adsit appointed the Too 
Tired M.C, to meet and plan the rally. 
That club, composed of old timers in the 
sport, represents over a hundred and 
fifty years of motorcycling and organiza- 
tional experience. When initially ap- 
proached to plan the tour, the Too Tireds 
agreed to accept the job only if no one 
else, regardless of experience or com-

terest in the task. 

“Good constructive criticism is wel- 
come and solicited,” said Adsit, “but 
petty and vicious attacks on the plan- 
ning committee are entirely out of order. 
If any person observes short comings in 
this Spring Tour, and there are many, 
their written critiques and suggestions 
for improvement will receive close at- 
tention and will be added to the planning 
folder for the 8th Spring Tour.” 


A motion to reject Chairman Adsit's 
resignation was passed unanimously.

Don McCEvoy’s “El Toro”, also a twin- 
engine Triumph, was munning at Lions 
and producing hide-burning runs of 150 
miles per hour in the low tens and the 
Buick V-8 of Teresi and Blair was re- 
cording runs of 140 plus.

Nira Johnson has fought his way back 
to old form and is again the top runner 
in gas competition. Eleven seconds and 
114 plus are the results that he used to 
attain with regularity and he is at it 
again with a top gas win of 11.79 sec- 
onds and 114,94 miles per hour. 


Lions 
The weekend's largest competition 
field was present at Lions drag strip on 
Sunday and machines varied from a Volks- 
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wagen-powered BMW to Jim Enz’ Enfield 
known as “Salt Engine.” 

Tony Dodge fought a field of twenty 
or more street competitors and came out 
untouched and virtually unthreatened 
with an amazing elapsed time of 12.08 
seconds at a speed of 113.92 mph. 

Only two fuel bikes were in conten- 
tion, one with 350ccs of displacement 
and the other with 55 inches. The Honda 
of Reg Downard was turning in low 13- 
second times at 96 miles per hour and a 
Harley *Super Bike" was being tested 
with ultra high 12-second and 98 to 99 
mile per hour sprints. The Harley- 
Davidson of McDonald and Disharoon 
won, but not by a wide margin, and he 
gave Downard a good race right up to 
the finish lights. Ray was standing in 
the pits after it was all over with the 
smile of a fisherman who just lost a big 
one and was showing with his hands just 
how closethe distance was atthe lights.

“Welcome Back” is Fontana's greet- 
ing to cycle drag racers who like a big 
purse and excellent trophies. Gates 
open at 8:30 on Sunday momings and 
it will be a full day of timed runs and 
class eliminations. 

For the bikes exceeding one hundred 
miles per hour the purse will be fat. At 
the day's end you turnin your best miles 
per hour ticket and get paid fifty cents 
for each mile over the ton. For example, 
120 mph gets you ten dollars or 150 mph 
will pay twenty-five dollars. You receive 
this money, win or lose. 

This is the largest payoff for any 
local drag strip, so let's justify the 
awards by giving them a large attendance 
and a good show,

The insinuating whine of a two-cycle 
supercharged drag bike will be added to 
more familiar motorcycle drag meet 
sounds when the Banks-O’Hara 305cc 
Yamaha dragster, makes its debut at the 
Lions strip in the near future. 

Dubbed “The Rising Sun,” the bike is 
believed by the builders to be the first 
two-cycle supercharged dragster in the 
United States. It incorporates many 
unigue design features, including an un- 
usually long (84 in.) wheelbase and an 
all-aluminum frame which keeps the 
weight of the entire vehicle below 175 
pounds. 

O’Hara said that several individuals 
attempted to supercharge two-cycle en- 
gines but had to abandon their hopes of 
having a competitive machine because 
of poor throttle response and power that 
was remarkable only in the upper limits 
of the rev range. 

O’Hara claims to have solved these 
problems with the “Rising Sun.” Accord- 
ing to him, the engine has been tried on 
the test stand and seems to have excel- 
lent throttle response throughout the 
entire power band. The otherwise stock 
305cc Yamaha engine idles at 2,000 rpm 
and is said to develop power all the way 
up to the redline, which has been set at 
8,000 rpm. Horsepower has been “guess- 
timated” at approximately double that of 
the standard production engine.

O’Hara said, “We hope to prove with

the ‘Rising Sun,’ that the notion that 
‘you can’t supercharge two-cycle en- 
gines’ is completely wrong. The concept 
has been tried in England and found to 
work. In fact, we are so happy with it so 
far that we are expecting E.T.'s in the 
10-11 second bracket and a top speed of 
around 130 mph." 

When asked about the function of the 
unusually long wheelbase, he said that 
it was designed to keep the front wheel 
on the ground during acceleration and 
increasing the general stability of the 
bike. “Once you get the slick lit up, it 
should go down the strip in a straight 
line,” he commented. 

The builders of the “Rising Sun* 
have used a 17 in. front wheel with 
Tohatsu forks and an 18 in. rear wheel 
shod with an Avon slick. Braking will be 
accomplished with a stock 305 Yamaha 
drum in the rear, which will be changed 
to a disc, should braking be insufficient 
with the existing unit. 

Mike O'Hara will be bucking tradition 
with their new bike for people” in the 
know” in drag racing circles have ex- 
pressed doubts as to whether the two- 
cycle piston can cope with the increased 
crankcase pressure brought on by super- 
charging. There also seems to be some 
skepticism about how the extra long 
wheelbase of the “Rising Sun” will 
affect handling. 

Only time will tell if the bike will 
end up as an interesting exercise in 
design of if it will set a new trend 
among lightweight drag bikes. Tune in at 
Lions in two weeks and find out!

Hi-Hats Scramble 
at Pittsburg, Calif.

On the way to the West Pittsburg track, twenty-five miles from Modesto, 
we ran into one of the best jobs of lime marking we had ever seen. Proce- 
eding with confidence, we then spent the next hour vainly searching for the 


Hi Hat scrambles. 

It seems there were two other events 
being held in the locale - a sports car 
run and a motorcycle poker run - and we 
wound up twenty-five miles away from 
the track. Stopping a Highway Patrol 
car we explained our predicament. The 
officer said: ''*Follow me, you've had 
enough trouble," and promptly guided 
us to the races. 

The West Pittsburg layout is com- 
prised of two tracks, one for small bikes 
and one for the big jobs. The shorter 
course is just over a quarter-mile in 
lenght; the larger one measures slightly 
more than three-quarters of a mile. The 
track wanders up, down and all around 
the grassy hills, offering good visibil- 
ity to spectators and a challenging

MALBY RACEWAY OPENS

Motorcycle scrambling in the Northwest took a gigantic leap forward 
Sunday, April 2, 1967, when the new Maltby Motorcycle Raceway officially 


opened. 


Located about 8 miles north of Both- 
ell, Washington, the Maltby track is a 
track to quicken the heart of rider and 
spectator alike. A tremendous amount of 
blood, sweat and tears has gone into 
this endeavor and from the arrival of the 
first motorcycle until the last checkered 
flag, this event was run with the utmost 
precision and forethought. The parking, 
sign-up tables, pits, concession stand, 
and grandstands for 600 spectators were 
laid out both for access and viewing. 

About 100 yards from the highway, 
through a tree-lined approach, a smiling, 
attractive attendant met us with “Welcome 
to Maltby Raceway." We were directed 
to a smartly uniformed member of the 
Maltby Motorcycle Club who assisted us 
in parking, then a few steps to the sign- 
up table which had sufficient help so 
that no long lines formed. Then along to 
the pits located at the extreme western 
end of the track, out of the spectators’ 
line of vision. It was very quiet. Not one 
motorcycle engine was started until 
exactly noon. 


Organized Effort 


At 12:00 noon on the nose, the starter 
signaled practice and contestants al- 
lowed to start their engines. It was eight 
bikes on the line, eight bikes waiting at 
the pit entrance, eight more on the line 
and eight more waiting. Click, click, 
click, all afternoon. No fuming, No fuss- 
ing. Clockwork. 

It may seem that I am dwelling unduly 
on trivia, but it was these small things 
that gave the whole event a polished and 
professional look and the spectators a 
feeling of being wanted and welcome.

It cannot be overemphasized how 
badly this track has been needed in the 
North Seattle area. One small scrambles 
track 15 miles south of Seattle to satisfy 
an area of over 1,000,000 population left 
something to be desired. The Maltby 
Motorcycle Club deserves credit for 
alleviating this situation. 


Wasmund Spectacular 


The outstanding performers of the 
day were veterans Dale Cottrell and 
Corky Wasmund. Cottrell captured the 
opening day 250 A Main on his sweet- 
running Ducati Diana. Well-known flat 
tracker Wasmund placed thirdin the same 
event, aboard his Husqvarna. Wasmund 
may well be called the hottest rider of 
the week. In one of the practice runs, he 
rode this same Husqvarna nearly a half 
a lap with flames and smoke pouring from 
the machine. Finally dumping it, Was- 
mund, several riders and spectators pro» 
ceeded to bury the motorcycle with sand 
and dirt before the fire extinguishers 
arrived. The only casualties were some 
burnt wires, a hot seat, and an irate 
photographer who was in the process 
(naturally) of changing film at the time. 

The beautiful sunny weather brought 
forth 970 paid spectators and 148 motor- 
cycle riders: 100cc and under, 59; 250cc, 
64; Open Class, 25. 

This report, in addition to being a 
write-up, is intended as an invitation to 
all riders from any place in the North- 
west to try their hand at this great new 
track.

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DISTRICT 37 SPORTS COMMITTEE MEET

The April District 37 Sports Commit- 
tee meeting got under way with guests 
Walt Fulton and AMA Secretary William 
Berry introduced to the body and thirty- 
two clubs reporting at roll call. 

Correspondence was read, including 
a letter from the Nomads M.C., stating 
that they were cancelling all their events 
until further notice. Dupuy of the Scram- 
blers later requested that his club be 
allowed to run the May 14th event in- 
stead. As the sanction had already been 
given, Carter pointed out that the event 
would have to be run under the Nomads 
name, but the Scramblers could assist. 
A motion was made to allow the Scram- 
blers to do this, with a passing vote of 
32-2. 

The Dirt Diggers M.C. were re- 
admitted to the District with the reading 
of a letter stating they had received 
their charter back, and that they had not 
been required to drop their FIM-ACA af- 
filiation. They were appreciative of the 
AMA's current progress. A list of their 
delegates was read, and Bill Adams said 
he was glad to welcome them back. 


Control in the Desert 


From the Competition Committee 
meeting held March 9th, the most impor- 
tant item was the subject of pit and 
spectator control in thé' desert. Rules 
state that pits must be on one side of 
the course if possible and if not, a 50- 
foot wide lane through the spectator area 
be provided. It is also required that pits 
not be located on any road, natural ter- 
rain being used whenever possible. Pit 
areas must be clearly marked. 

With the District trophy presentation 
almost due (April 21st), the condition of 
the perpetual trophies was discussed, 
with John Heynemann (Calif. Gophers) 
saying that some of them were looking 
pretty sad, The buying of new replace- 
ments was discussed, including the idea 
of retaining the old ones in one place 
and having a big plaque listing all win- 
ners to be used instead. An idea of 
awarding the old trophies to the clubs 
who had held them the most years was 
also considered, with new ones being 
purchased. Wineland (Pasadena) spoke 
on the traditional significance of these 
trophies and said that the whole point 
was that they be handed along from club 
to club down through the years. He 
couldn't see destroying this tradition. It 
was put to a vote that new ones be pur- 
— de but the motion was defeated 
29-11.

With old business out of the way, 
Carter then spoke of the work he had 
been doing lately to bring the District, 
the AMA, and the sport in general closer 
together. He reported thata lot of dealers 
were interested in supporting his pro- 
gram, which called for a full-time man to 
help everyone along in the sport, includ- 
ing road riders as well as the trail and 
competition groups. He had assessed 
$6000 in pledges to finance this so far. 

Tex Myers(4-Aces) requested that the 
District go on record in backing up the 
ideas put before the body by Carter, with 
Dupuy (Scramblers) seconding. Carter 
would attend all the County Board of 
Supervisors and City Council Meetings, 
work on the Motorcycle Search and Res- 
cue Team, work toward promoting a cycle 
playground and help to create a better 
relationship between the AMA and the 
District. Myers said that he had dis- 
cussed these ideas with Bill Berry and 
others on the National Competition Com- 
mittee and that they were in agreement 
that they could be helpful to the sport. 
Mr. Berry rose to state that although 
these were good ideas, the man in the 
job would not be an AMA representative 
but & District representative. 


What's Going To Happen? 

More discussion followed. Steve Hurd 
(Foothill Hawks) asked about what will 
happen next year. Is the job for a one- 
year term or how will it be worked? 
Carter said that this year he would as- 
sume the position but that next year an 
election could be held, One representa- 
tive stated that although he felt Carter 
was and would be a hard worker, he was 
still “no politician,” and that for himto 
go to some of the meetings would be 
like giving him “a set of knobby tires 
and sending him into a den of tigers.” 

LeBlanc (Sidehacks) and Kemp (Dirt 
Diggers) both asked questions about the 
finances involved. Carter felt that an 
increase of memberships in the District 
would help this as well as the money 
from the dealers. Berry said it was pos- 
sible the District would have to raise 
fees to provide the money. When asked 
directly what he thought the total cost 
would be, Carter said that for salaries, 
office rent and a secretary, it would run 
$20,000 a year. 

Kemp (Dirt Diggers), with Darwin 
Ballard (Calif. Gophers) making the 
second, motioned that this idea be tabled 
until the next meeting, due to the short- 
ness of time for a full and complete dis- 
cussion of this program. The motion was 
passed, 28-14.

and your second ride costs you an extra 
$1.00 entry and you don't get any points 
or money if you win the bigger class.) 

(Ron came, saw, conquered and pre- 
sumably collected. If I may be excused 
an editorial comment, I think the rider 
who gets paid for winning the 350cc 
class should be riding a machine of the 
capacity of 251cc-350cc. The AFM is 
proud of its intemational-style racing, 
yet the FIM is very strict about these 
capacities. To deny a rider the chance 
to ride another race for fun would be un- 
fair, but allowing a superior rider on a 
superior machine to sweep the cream of 
money and possibly points in several 
classes seems less than correct.) 

Grant was first into turn one, Bau- 
mann second, Triumph-mounted Dave 
Bostrom third, then Eric Dahlstrom in 
his first race after a two-year layoff on 
Precision Machining's new Honda 450 
racer, Dick Kilgroe (Honda 450) and Art 
Bemheisel, a popular AMA dirt racer 
sixth on a H-D Sportster XLCH.

Kilgroe's 
better handling and disc brakes were 
keeping him right on Berheisel's tail, 
but Art had all those Milwaukee cübes 
coming out of the corners and Kilgroe's 
attempts to pass were continually choked 
off in puffs of V-twin exhaust. 

Then one of those good racer adven- 
tures happened—the pivot nut fell out of 
Kilgroe's front brake lever, 

Suddenly Dick's twin-disc. front brake, 
normally a great asset—lost a great deal 
of its potency. While the device is an

Every comer is an adventure: in 
crossed-up power sliding, for Sadilek 
and Strong. The outfit runs telescopic 
forks which aren't up to the tremendous 
sideloads placed upon them and they 
flex, making the front wheel do fantastic 
erratic things. Sadilek and Strong alone 
are worth the price of admission. 

Two other new outfits were out at 
Cotati. Malcolm Parker and his wife 
Jenny, from Croydon, England, and now 
living in San Mateo had a new kneeler 
Mal had just completed. 

It was the rig's first outing and some 
teething problems were evident, but the 
machine looks beautiful and the Parkers 
obviously have the know-how to get it 
around the course very quickly. 

Merv Wright and Eldon Parker were 
aboard another kneeler, this one imported 
from England last month. Teething trou- 
bles were evident here, too, as Merv 
was unable to coax the revs from the 
500cc Triumph engine. 

As more outfits are getting built 
(Parker is building them to order — see 
Cycle News's classified section) the 
class will get better and better.

QUESTION: Why does a two-stroke, 

four-stroke? Be it torquer 
or TTer, factory tuned or substand- 
ard, with the right loadpower combi- 
nation the two-stroke will in fact 
four-stroke most harmoniously until 
acted upon by another force. All this 
isdone without any regard to ignition 
timing or combustion theory. Could 
you explain this built in feature 
which outwardly sounds like the 
magneto shifted into overdrive!!? 
R. B.— Norwalk, Calif. 


ANSWER: It is virtually impossible 

to give an answer which 
may apply to your particular machine 
or circumstances, since you gave no 
details regarding operating condi- 
tions. 

All twoestrokes will four-stroke 
somewhere within their operating 
range and each may have a different 
reason. 

Some four-stroke due to over- 
richness at a particular operating 
point or inversly, due to being lean. 
It can be caused by the type of car- 
buration, ignition, expansion chamber 
and port timing. At peak rpm the ex- 
haust may be so effective as to 
Scavenge such a large portion of the 
incoming fuel charge that the four- 
stroke will take place.In opposition, 
it may not exhaust well enough and 
the incoming charge could be burnt 
by the hot gasses and not enough 
left for a power stroke. 

On a down hill run, the rear wheel 
of your cycle may be turning at a 
faster rate than the engine and a 
overdrive effect may take place, just 
as you described for the magneto. 


combination that produces the four- 
Stroke effect we will try and answer 
your question directly. 


QUESTION: In your Feb. 28 issue 
you stated the new Ho 
da CL-90 scrambler would respond 
to the normal hop-up treatment. Wha 
can you do to make a S-90 run? I'vd 
put valve springs in mine, S-12 higi| 
compression pistons, enlarged thg 
exhaust port, geared it and the two 
strokes still beat it! So just what ig 
a hop-up treatment? 
Also could you tell me where 


does not have a dealer. The closesi 
one is 40 miles away and he says 
*Suzuki does not sell shop manuals. 
So what does a person do? H.S.—De 
Moines, Iowa. 


ANSWER: Judging by the few things 

you have mentioned in the 
description of work that has been 
done to your Honda, there is a lot of 
room left for improvement. 

Ithink the most beneficial change 
you can make is to increase your in- 
take porting. A Webco adaptor in- 
creases the intake by 2% mm and 
provides for the adoption of a 22mm 
carburetor from a 250cc Honda. Since 
you have increased the displacement 
by use of a S-12 piston, this port in- 
crease willofferthe best performance 
increase. There are many cam grinds 
to select from and yet you do not 
mention having made such a change. 
I sure hope that the exhaust was not 
enlarged to an excess and a power 
loss was obtained rather than gain! 

Mr. Bob Burns, of U.S. Suzuki, 
tells us that your dealer may obtain 
acollection of Service bulletins from 
the U.S. Suzuki Motor Corporation at 
a nominal charge and retail them to 
you.
